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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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How Shall We Escape 


If We Neglect So Great Salvation,”—Heb. 2:3. 


The word “neglect,” used in the above 
text, would bear out the same meaning 
as “fail,” in my opinion. 

Now Paul says, “How shall we escape 
if we neglect (or fail).” 

In 1 Peter 4:17 we find a scripture 
like this, “For the time has come that 
judgment must begin at the house of 
God: and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey not 
the gospel?” 

In 1 Tim. 3:15 Paul says, “The house 
of God, which is the church of the living 
God, the pillar and ground of the 
truth.” 

Now if we Church of people neglect 
the gospel and fail to comply with the 
Word of God, what Paul says here will 
apply to us. 

There are many ways to neglect. Tim- 
othy was warned not to neglect the gift 
that was in him, . . . with the laying 
on of the hands of the presbytery.” 
There are many hungry hearts today 
needing the light of the true gospel, 
while many of you whom God has called, 
are lying around sleeping, saying, “I 
have no car, and no gas, my clothes are 
bad, etc.” Brother, Sister, God said He 
would supply our needs according to 
His riches in glory. Why can’t we take 
Him at His word? You are ready to say, 
“Oh, some one will laugh at me if I go 
walking in,” or, “My clothes aren’t just 
so so.” My friend, they laughed at Je-

sus and we are no better than He was, 
are we? When God gave you the Holy 
Ghost you would have been willing to 
walk miles to spread the good news. 
Why can’t we be just as eager today? 
Souls are going to torment by numbers, 
just because of neglect. 

When God directs you to some little 
church, nearly every time the question 
is, “How are the tithes and financial 
part of the church?” If we would look 
to God for that part He would take 
care of it. That is His part of the busi- 
ness and our part is to go and preach 
Jesus to the people. 

Paul said he was often in perils of 
water, in perils of robbers, in perils by 
his own countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, in perils in the city, in perils 
in the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among fa!se brethren, in weariness 
and painfulness, in watching often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. He did not fail or 
neglect the work of God in any sense, 
and said he was ready to be offered up, 
and a crown was awaiting him in glory. 

I’ve heard people say, ‘My hardest 
trial is to pay tithes or give in the of- 
fering.” If these people would read the 
Word of God they would find that it 
plainly teaches us that this is only an act 
of obedience and not a trial. I wonder 
if they ever think of trial when they go 
to buy a hundred dollar coat or twenty- 


five dollar dress or suit, using God’s part 
with which to purchase them, then go 
and see some poor man or woman who 
can’t dress that way and are ready to 
say, Looks like they would wear better 
clothes, not realizing they are holding 
God’s part that He said give. 

Jesus said in Luke 6:29, 30, “And un- 
to him that smiteth thee on the one 
cheek offer also the other; amd him that 
taketh away thy cloke forbid mot to 
take thy coat also. Give to every mam 
that asketh of thee; and of him that 
taketh away thy goods ask them not 
again.” 

It seems that in these closing days the 
spirit of giving and sacrificing should 
be our motto, for the same Jesus that 
went away shall so come again and if 
we are not ready we will not escape 
those awful times that are to be ushered 
in on the world. A little plant that is 
rooted in a pot and is not watered soon 
fadeth away. Corn and cotton that is 
not cultivated will bring no _ increase. 
The soul that sinneth it SHALL DIE. 

You may say, Oh, we don’t sin. We 
have just neglected. The Word says, 
“How shall we escape if we neglect.” 
Neglect will lead to sin. Fail to pray 
and your soul grows lean. Neglect to 
go to church once or twice and see how 
hard the devil will make it the next 
time for you to get started.

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In answer to the inquiries concerning 
my work, “Around the World With the 
Gospel Light,” I here give notice that 
the work had already been started at the 
time of my visit to Headquarters in the 
month of January, and it should be off 
the press very shortly.

I have 
had offers from a large publishing plant 
with interests on both sides of the sea 
wanting to make a book of my writings, 
but I felt I should give the work to our 
own people—being a Church of God 
man. The specifications call for a book, 
9x12, printed on good paper with olive- 
green cloth binding stamped in gold. 
The volume will be quite large, having 
fifty chapters, seven of them dealing 
with the author’s personal experiences 
leading up to conversion. Sandwiched 
between this and the world tour matter 
will be a collection of the author’s most 
choice writings over a period of years 
and covering many subjects. There will 
be maps and about one hundred illustra- 
tions, picturing the scenes described in 
many lands afar. I am leaving all the ar- 
rangements to the Editor and Publisher, 
Brother $. W. Latimer. The publishers 
will have to be paid first, and should the 
writer receive any remuneration from 
the sales, he proposes to give 20 per cent 
to foreign missions. So you will be help- 
ing a worthy cause when you buy one of 
these books. Some have written wanting 
to take the agency. All prices, whether 
wholesale or retail, will be arranged by 
the publishers, in accordance to cost of 
publication. Brother Latimer will let you 
know through the Evangel in due time, 
but it might be well for those who de- 
sire to take the agency to write in a 
little ahead of time, so as to be sure of 
getting your order filled from the first 
edition.—Sincerely, J. H. Ingram.

In discussing the subject “Youth and 
the Church,” I would say the Church 
can be likened to the “high” way spoken 
of in the above poem, and to the youth 
the Church is a mighty challenge! It is 
the one institution in the world that is 
promised undying existence.

Purity and Growth 

“Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises: that by 
these ye might be pariakers of the divine 
nature, baving escaped the corruption 
that is in the world through lust. And 
beside this, giving all diligence, add to 
your faith virtue; and to virtue knowl- 
edge; and to knowledge temperance; and 
to temperance patience; and to patience 
godliness; and to godliness brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness 
charity,” 1 Peter 1:4-7. 

This question has, for many years, 
been a subject of careful study. There 
are so many people that believe that sanc- 
tification is a growth in grace, but I am 
sure this is incorrect according to the 
scriptures. In spite of all the teachings 
on entire sanctification, it is still true 
that the overwhelming majority of 
Christians on earth are confounded in 
perfect cleansing and growth in grace. 
There are thousands who pray who have 
no definite aim in view. They do not 
press after immediate freedom from the 
hidden sin of their souls. Many of them 
have their minds off on an indefinite, 
gradua! growth. 

The deceitful notion of getting pure 
by growth is just like the fable of find- 
ing a bag of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow. It is beyond their actual grasp. 
They get the thought of heart purity 
and spiritual maturity mixed up. If we 
would be clear in our search after truth 
we must distinguish between the eradica- 
tion of the sin principle or the carnal 
mind or the old man from growth in 
grace. Purity is a subtraction of evil. 
But growth is an addiction of grace. It 
seems that any one could see that these 
are just the opposite to each other. 

We read, “Wherefore were given unto 
us exceeding great and precious prom- 
ises that ye might be partakers of the di- 
vine nature, having escaped the corrup- 
tion that is in the world through lust. 


And besides this adding to our faith 
virtue; and to virtue, knowledge; and to 
knowledge, temperance; and to temper- 
ance, patience; and to patience, godli- 
ness; and to godliness, brotherly kind- 
ness; and to brotherly kindness, charity.” 
These blessings all come through growth 
in grace after we have been sanctified. 

In our text Peter tells us, “That ye 
might be partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that is in 
the world through lust.” Here depravity 
is spoken of as remaining in believers or 
those who are born again. This is the 
hereditary corruption that was in our 
forefathers and came to us through our 
being born of earthly parents. This cor- 
ruption is not moved by growth but by 
the work of the Holy Ghost through the 
blood of Jesus, and after this has been 
done then we have a glorious addicion 
of growth in grace. 

These graces are planted in the soul of 
the believer who receives sanctification 
through faith. After our cleansing they 
abound like an overflowing well. The 
work of cleansing deals with sin in the 
soul. The work of growth deals with the 
grace that is in the soul. Hence, purifica- 
tion and progress are in their effects dif- 
ferent. 

Two men are at work on a building. 
One is cleaning and clearing away the 
rubbish; the other one is beautifying the 
structure. Purification is wrought in the 
heart only by the power of God through 
the blood of His Son, by the Holy 
Ghost. It is positive trust in the divine 
virtues. But growth in grace is produced 
by the soul’s active co-operation with 
the will of God. 

The act of sanctifying the soul, mak- 
ing it holy, is never in scripture ascribed 
to good deeds nor means of growth, but 
ever to a divine act. He creates a clean 
heart; He washes whiter than snow. He 
says, “I will, be thou clean.” The blood 
of Jesus Christ His Sun cleanses from all 
sin, not development. It is an act of 
God’s will through the sanctifying pow- 
ers. But growth in grace, whether it be 
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before the cleansing or after, it is every- 
where in scripture spoken of as a diligent 
and daily co-operation of the believer un- 
der the influence and power of the Holy 
Ghost, such as to watch and pray and be 
witnesses, to be diligent, to study to 
show ourselves approved unto God. To 
meditate in God’s law night and day; to 
walk by faith. 

We are purified only through faith, 
we grow in spiritual life by faith and 
works combined. “Thy faith hath made 
thee whole.” Purifying their hearts by 
faith, the faith by which we receive the 
divine cleansing, is the very absence of 
all works; we quit all struggling, rest on 
the promise and LET GOD DO IT. 
But to progress in a holy life demands 
all the good works that flow from a liv- 
ing faith. The soul works vigorously in 
a state of holiness, but it can never work 
itself into a state of holiness. You can 
swim in the water, but you can not lie 
on dry ground and swim into the water; 
you can dream in sleep, but you can not 
dream yourself into sleep; you can 
breathe in this world, but you can not 
breathe yourself into this world. We 
enter purity by faith alone, we advance 
by faith and works combined. 

The purification of the 
wrought instantaneously; but growth in 
discernment and love is gradual. There 
are gradual steps by which we yield all 
to God, and reach the fountain of 
cleansing, and gradual steps of deeper 
knowing and loving after we enter, but 
the cleansing, the slaying the “old man,” 
is instantaneous.

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What We Have to Give 

“Such as I have give I thee,” Acts 3: 
6. 

The cripple at the Beautiful Gate was 
healed in body, transformed in life, en- 
riched to all eternity by what the Chris- 
tians possessed and gave to him. 

The gifts of the common people could 
supply food and clothing for the immed- 
iate needs of his body, but only that 
which the Christian possessed and im- 
parted to him could transform his whole 
life and change his future destiny. 

The gifts put into his beggar’s cap 
were only temporary and only gave tem- 
porary relief; but the blessing brought by 
the Christians was for time and eternity. 
In this is an apt comparison of the things 
of time, and the things of eternity. Ac- 
ceptance of Jesus prepares the soul for 
eternity as well as for time. 

1. The Church possesses eternal life. 
All who accept Jesus Christ by believing 
in Him “have eternal life,” John 3:15. 
Eternal life begins here. We have the 
things that belong to eternity now. The 
possessions of the Church are the eternal 
things. And this is what she deals out to 
the world. This is what Peter and John 
had “to give.” It is what all true Chris- 
tians possess now. It is our chief business 
in this brief probation, “to give” it to 
others. 

2. The world to whom the Church is 
sent is in darkness. Any part of it that 
ever gets out of its darkness does so be- 
cause of the light which the Christians 
give them. Jesus said, “I am the light of 
the world.” Christians possess that light 
and no others. We must give it to them. 
They are hopelessly entangled in the 
darkness now and at the end of this 
earthly life will go out into a darkness 
that is infinitely worse, if we do not 
give them the light of life. What a trage- 
dy that thousands have let their light go 
out instead of letting it shine to other 
darkened hearts in the world. If we do 
not trim it and let it shine it will go 
out and we will lose it. 

3. The Church is sent to a diseased, 
sick world. It is pitiful to see the blind, 
the lame, the deformed, and those with 
pale, emaciated bodies in homes, in hos- 
pitals, on the streets, in cars and every- 
where. But the moral sickness we see is a 
million times worse. The multitudes are 
literally destroyed by human pride, 
covetousness, thirst for pleasure, im- 
morality, spiritual ignorance and other 
sins too numerous to mention. The 


Church can give to them. That which 
we have they need. It was our remedy, 
it is theirs. It is the word of life—Jesus 
the Savior and healer of the world. It 
is their ONLY hope. We have the 
remedy, yes, but will we give it? We 
need give them nothing more, it is suf- 
ficient. It was all the cripple needed. 
After receiving this gift he could live the 
remnant of his earthly life in peace and 
then to all eternity. 

4. The Church is called to minister 
and give to a lost world. Men are lost 
now; they know not the way whence 
they came or whither they go. They are 
entangled in their own ways, in their 
works and in their aims and purposes; 
they are ensnared and trapped; there is 
no way out, no way forward, no solution 
to their troubles, no answer to their cry. 

But that which we may give them is 
the element they lack. Through Jesus 
they find themselves, the way and home. 
The Christian’s comfort; the Christ, the 
Savior of the world, is their guide, their 
compass, their staff; without Him there 
is no way home—not one shall reach 
home without Him. 

Then let those who will, espouse the 
cause of “the live questions of the day” 
—better government, economics, human 
progress, etc.—but let US, who have 
bread, “give them to eat.” 

There is the great field of sinners, 
unsaved men and women, in the world. 
We can give them the word of life 
mixed with love, prayer and faith. There 
are thousands of Christians who need 
strengthening. We can give them a loaf 
with sympathy and cheer. There are sick 
and suffering and needy ones to whom 
we can minister and give of “our stock.” 
By being faithful witnesses, letting our 
lights shine everywhere, we can give a 
little here and there. And the more we 
give the more we will have for our own 
need and the grea‘er our ingathering at 
the great harvest day. 





More Terrible Than Leprosy 


Drug addiction is far more tragic than 
leprosy, more incurable and more apt to 
spread from one victim to another. 

Two thousand addicts can be created 
with one ounce of heroin; 80,000 ounces 
were used in New York City last year, 
while sixty per cent of all the criminals 
of the city were addicts, and most of 
them were in their “teens.” 

If your radio should broadcast today 
the following item—“one million lepers 
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are walking the streets of our cities” 
what horror would run through every 
community, and what an effort we 
would make to segregate them! But an 
addict is worse than a leper. 

How shall we protect our own loved 
ones? Our innocent children? Quoting 
from a recent report submitted by one 
of our senators: 

(a) Teach them to be suspicious of 
every kind of secret amusement of un- 
derhand entertainment. 

(b) Create within their minds a hor- 
ror and fear of drug addiction. You have 
taught them to fear rattlesnakes, and 
carbolic acid, and fire, do the same with 
this harmless looking dope. 

(c) Foster a confidence in their pa- 
rents and encourage a free discussion of 
each day’s events at home each evening. 

(d) To refuse to do a thing is a brave, 
not a cowardly act if the thing is at all 
questionable.

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FOREIGN MISSION BRIEFS 
By J. H. INGRAM 

Sailing from Jamaica we took passage 
on the §. S. “Costa Rica” going to Pan- 
ama via Havana, Cuba, and Port Limon, 
Costa Rica. It took eight days for the 
crossing of the Caribbean Sea, including 
a stop of two days and a night in Costa 
Rica. During my Latin-American mis- 
sion tour in 1935 we set a small church 
in order at Port Limon. The Lord got 
hold of a Salvation Army woman and 
a Church of England lay-preacher and 
baptized them with the Holy Ghost. The 
Anglican brother built us a small church 
there and considerable interest was being 
manifested, but unless we can have a 
missionary there from the States to take 
charge, I fear we will be unable to carry 
on the work properly, and may be 
forced to relinquish our hold in that 
field. With the exchange so much in 
favor of the dollar, living expenses are 
quite reasonable there. Spanish is the of- 
ficial language of Costa Rica, but our 
mission is among the English-speaking, 
West Indian, colored people, there being 
a large percentage of them in Port 
Limon. 

PANAMA 


Arriving in Panama I had two days 
to wait on the next ship and was able 
to visit both of our missions. The Dutch 
boat was about six hours late in getting 
to Cristobal, and I missed the morning, 
and also the noon train going to Pan- 
ama City on the Pacific side, but by 
taking the plane we flew across in 
time to meet our mission worker, Brother 
Boliver De Souza, and talk over the 
work before meeting. We had a wonder- 
ful meeting with a record crowd pres- 
ent. It looks as though we are going to 
need larger quarters if the interest keeps 
up. One U. S. navy man, a radio opera- 
tor, who has been baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and called to the ministry, is ren- 
dering valuable service. The meetings are 
conducted in Spanish and English. Re- 
turning to Cristobal by train next day, 
we had another blessed time in the Lord 
at the mission in Colon. The work there 
is in charge of Brother J. N. Cumber- 
batch. Panama seems to be a ripe field 
for the full gospel. Another kindred 
movement of the Pentecostai faith has 
established a large number of churches 
there with a combined membership of 
about 4,000 within a comparative short 
time. Both of our men on the field have 
to work with their hands and give their 
spare time to the mission as a love serv- 


ice. Being confined to manual labor hin- 
ders both of these promising workers 
from launching out as they should like 
to. 

I sailed from Panama on the M. S. 
“Caribia” of the Hamberg American 
Line for Puerto Barrios, Guatemala, pass- 
ing Port Limon, Costa Rica, again en 
route. The “Caribia” was the ship that 
brought me through the Spanish war 
zone in 1936 returning from my first 
world-tour. The Germans were very, very 
nice to me, even renewed an old ticket 
—unused portion—that had _ expired 
nearly two years ago. This was a great 
saving and highly appreciated. The band 
was on deck playing as we sailed from 
the dock in Cristobal, while the shades 
of night were falling thickly about us 
enveloping the Caribbean in darkness. 
Since the war spirit is so prevalent in the 
earth, Panama has witnessed much ac- 
tivity on these lines of late. As the old 
“Caribia” slid out from her birth, a large 
German warship had just docked near 
by and a fleet of U. S. navy war planes 
were maneuvering overhead, dropping 
small parachutes to which were attached 
huge flares that lighted up the scene 
with, almost, the brilliancy of the noon- 
day sun. There were also huge search- 
lights brought into play, searching out 
“the enemy” planes with great fingers of 
fog, and cloud-piercing light piercing 
the semi-darkness of the night to a 
distance of several miles. It was rather 
thrilling and I could once again picture 
myself back in the China war zone at 
Shanghai. 

SOUTH AMERICA 

While in Panama I met a very promi- 
hent missionary and doctor—of medi- 
cine—whose name I am withholding, at 
his request. The brother in question was 
a Baptist minister, formerly, and a 
native of New Zealand. While praying 
on a mountain side in far-away Aus- 
tralia some twenty-odd years ago, he was 
baptized with the Holy Ghost according 
to the pattern in the Acts of the 
Apostles, chapter two, verse four, etc. 
After receiving this wonderful experi- 
ence, he sailed for Bolivia in South 
America, where he married a missionary 
on the field and spent seventeen years in 
building up a wonderful work for God. 
They were up in the Andes mountains 
about 10,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, practically lost to the rest of the 
world, as they ministered to the semi- 
savage, Inca Indian tribes. They soon 
mastered the Spanish and also the native 
dialect and worked there practically un-

known to the rest of the religious world. 
They were able to establish several 
schools and seven churches were organ- 
ized, each mission holding valuable 
landed property, the largest tract con- 
taining eighty-one square miles of terri- 
tory. There were rich farm lands opened 
to agriculture, with the Indians being 
taught the art of farming, cattle rais- 
ing, fruit growing, etc. Then on top of 
it all, rich mines were opened up and 
they were able to pull through the 
world-financial crisis unscathed, so to 
speak. Unestimable riches coming into 
the work from natural sources—a great 
gift from God! Then his wife died, and 
with only one other white man, a 
bachelor, in the entire region, and with 
no children left to him, he worried, be- 
came sick and discouraged, and decided 
to come to America, the former home of 
his wife, for a little rest and recreation. 
During the time he sought for some re- 
liable body to which he could turn over 
the work and property. I had a meeting 
scheduled to talk over our program with 
him, having in mind the possibilities of 
taking on the mission. However, he had 
already arranged wich another society in 
Canada, who were relieving him tempo- 
rarily at least, though there may be a 


change for us later if any changes are’ 


necessary. The difficulty with the evan- 
gelical body in Canada is, they are not 
Pentecostal in faith and practice, though 
a very godly people, judging from all 
reports. Don’t you think we are just a 
bit too slow in getting around over the 
world with the message of the day? 


GUATEMALA 

Arriving in Guatemala, we had a two- 
day trip from the port of entry, travel- 
ing by train and bus, to reach our mis- 
sion headquarters in Totonicapan. We re- 
ceived a royal welcome from our mission- 
aries—Mr. and Mrs. C. T. Furman— 
and the native brethren. We launched in- 
to the work immediately and God is 
meeting with us at every place. On 
March 18, we were called to Chuachituj 
for the purpose of dedicating a new 
church built by our Indian believers. 
This is a new meeting place and we hope 
to have a church established later on. 
These people come into a place with a 
view of establishing themselves perman- 
ently, which often requires a lot of 
faith; and they certainly are workers, 
rarely ever begging or asking for out- 
side help from any source. Our work is 
largely carried on among the Quiche In- 
dians, who are direct descendants of the 
great Maya races, who enjoyed a civili- 
zation—in many respects greater than 
ours—that antedates present-day history 
by hundreds of ‘years. Their ruined 
cities of hewn stone, with fancy carv- 
ings are being unearthed to this day, and
